UNSTROKE Is not a sudden stroke of 
S the sun's rays, as.a lightning stroke 
is of the clouds’ electricity. It is a 
heat prostration, usually occurring after 
several days of continuous nigh tempera- 
ture, 
The prostration affects chiefly one of the 
nerve centers, they largely governing the 
various bodily fuhctions. The swéat centers 
become exhausted and the equable temper- 
ature of the blood is no longer maintained, 
and the victim begins to burn inside. 
The regular evaporation of sweat from 
the surface is what keeps the blood nor- 
mally cool. The cireuvlation of the blood is 
changed, too, and the excessive circulation 
reduces its fluidity. The kidneys suffer and 
Bright's disease, or inflammation in certain 
parts of the Body, is often caused by ex- 
treme heat taking the water of the blood 
from the kidneys, which are organs vicart- 
ous to the sweat.glands of the skin, to the 
surface of the body to be thrown off in ex- 
cessive perspiration. : 
A humid hot atmosphere, in which the 
sweat is not carried from the surface easily 
and the blood underneath is not kept at 
normal temperature, which is physiological- 
ly od0] blood, ‘ls more fatal than dry, hot 
alr.

A person who has once been prostrated 
by sunstroke is liable to heat trouble after- 
wards. A sort of circumscribed meningitis 
and headache in hot weather often result 
and treatment of a brain protective char- 
acter is not infrequently necessary. Above 
ajl things, he must be careful to avoid the 
sun. 


HOW SUNSTROKE FEELS:

N the summer of 1899 while at work on 
the top of a building I was overcome 
by the heat. For 2% hours following I 

was unconscious. My case, according to the 

attending physician, was unusually severe. 

After a stay of 10 days at the hospital my 

condition was considered sufficiently safe 

to permit of my discharge. I was out of the 
hospital scarcely four days when I was 
overcome again. It was not unusually hot 
at the time, but my work as a tinner re- 

quired me to be in the sun several hours a 

day. 

The second attack was chiefly the result 
of a weakened system resulting from the 
first sunstroke and kept me confined to bed 
for nearly ten weeks. During that time I 
suffered a loss of memory and was so nerv- 
ous that at times I could not hold a paper 
in my hand. My head ached continually 
and I could scarcely sleep at all. 

Now and then my mind was perfectly 
clear and the dizziness would disappear. 
My sight was affected and when I tried to 
read the letters seemed blurred. I had prac- 
tically no appetite and from a_ strong, 
healthy man I was reduced to 120 pounds. 

My recovery was gradual, but, I believe, 
complete. With the restoration of my men- 
tal faculties my general physical condition 
began to improve. But it was a slow cure. 
For days I was so weak on my feet that 
I could not walk. I felt that I had really 
suffered ten months instead of ten weeks. 

During the time I was in the hospital my 
temperature varied between 9 and 107 de- 
grees. The temperature of the hospital 
apartment was about 8, but in the early 
morning when the thermometer was at 70 
the heat felt Just as severe as if it was 100 
degrees. I did not perspire at all and the 
failure of the pores of the skin to open 
| probably aggravated my _ condition. 

I felt perfectly well when I finally left 
the hospital and have not suffered much 
from the heat since. However, I realize 
that it would be dangerous for me to ven- 
ture into the sun, though [ft is said heat in 
the shade is just as effective in overheating

SYMPTOMS AND PRECAUTIONS. 
By DR. ARTHUR E. MINK, 


WO principal derangements of the 
7 body are produced by exposure to 

high temperatures—heat exhaustion 
and insolation or sunstroke. The first 
named condition is brought about by ex- 
posure to high temperatures in close, poorly 
ventilated places, which are very hot. Fire- 
men in the boller rooms of ocean steam- 
ships or of large office buildings or work- 
men in the hot rooms of factories; in short, 
anyone who is subject to high tempera- 
tures may be afflicted with heat exhaustion 
without direct exposure to the solar rays. 
It may come on at night. 

Such a patient is restless and frequently 
delirious. The skin is cool, the pulse small 
and rapid, and the temperature is often as 
low as % or 96. 

Heat exhaustion is due to paralysis of a 
very important system of nerves, which 
control the caliber of the larger and small- 
er arteries of the body. The great center 
controlling those nerves is situated in that 
part of the brain's axis termed the medulla 
oblongata. 

The prolonged exposure to a high temper- 
ature seems to paralyze this center and so 
produce heat exhaustion. Insolation, sun- 
stroke, or thermal fever, on the other hand, 
is produced by direct exposure to the solar 
rays. The patient may be struck down and 
die in an hour with symptoms of heart fail- 
ure and coma. This is frequently termed 
the asphyxial form and occurs more often 
among soldiers. 

Death in some cases may occur instanta- 
neously. In our latitudes it comes on more 
slowly. The patient's head commences to 
pain him. He feels nauseated, dizzy and 
oppressed. Vomiting may now occur with 
diarrhoea and frequent urination. His 
sight commences to fail or his vision is co}- 
ored. His mind becomes confused and he 
becomes more and more insensible until 
coma is reached. 

In this condition he ts brought to the hos- 
pital. His temperature may now vary from 
107 to 110 degrees and in some cases may 
go higher. The face is flushed, the skin 
pungent; the breathing stertorous and dif- 
ficult. Usually the muscles are completely 
relaxed. Jerking, twitchings and convul- 
sions are not an infrequent accompaniment 
of sunstroke. 

In fatal cases death usually ensues in 
from 24 to 3% hours. 

Where the patient recovers many persist- 
ent after effects are noticed. One is often 
prominent—the inability to bear high tem- 
peratures. When 80 degrees is reached the 
patient who has previously suffered from 
sunstroke or heat exhaustion begins to feel

Superintendent of City Hospital. 
HE heat pavilion, Where 
4S cases are treated at the City Hos- 
pital, consists of a frame structure, 
one story high, and measures about 2 
feet in width and 4 feet In length, 
and 
in the courtyard in the center of 


the hospital. The building is equipped 
with eight beds, three bathtubs, an ice- 


rubber hose, connected with hydrant, with 
which the building can be sprinkled. Two 
attendants and one physician are constant- 
ly in charge. 

When a case of insolation is brought here 
it is immediately taken to the heat pavil- 
ion, where a thorough examination is made. 
So many diseases simulate insolation that 
they are often mistaken for it and it re- 
quires the utmost care, as the method of 
treatment might mean a great deal for tne 
welfare of our patient. 

The treatment of a case of insolation is 
regulated a great deal by the patient’s tem- 
perature. If the thermometer registers 102 
or 1% the patient is immediately given a 
cold bath at the temperature of ordinary 
hydrant water. His temperature is taken 
every 15 minutes and if heat is not reduced 
in a short time small pieces of ice are 
added to the water until his temperature 
is reduced to 100, when he is removed to 
one of the cots. Should the temperature be 
110 or 112 the condition becomes very dan- 
gerous, as no patient can endure such a 
degree of heat for more than several hours 
without almost irreparable damage or even 
death. In such a case efforts are directed to 
reduce the bodily temperature as rapidly 
as possible. The patient is placed in hy- 
drant water and temperature rapidly re- 
duced with large amount of ice until bodily 
temperature is reduced to 101, when the pa- 
tient is removed to a cot. The temperature 
is kept down by the application of icebags 
and the patient stimulated with whisky, 
strychnine, etc. Patients who enter with 
a temperature below normal are in a state 
of heat collapse and require different treat- 
ment, such as the application of warm 
baths and stimulants. 

Convalescent patients are kept in the 
heat pavilion from 24 to 36 hours and close- 
ly watched as to their temperature. The 
atmosphere about them may be kept cool 
and moist by a constant flow of water over 
the floor of the pavilion. 

The 20 hospital physicians. serve in turn, 
six-hour watches, so that someone is on 
duty day and night. Senior physicians di- 
rect treatment and also any special exam- 
inations. It has been found that patients 
not addicted to drink are the most amen- 
able to treatment.

PROSECUTION'S MAIN WITNESS 


Chief Nicholson’s Statement of What 
He Saw and Heard at Fos- 
burg Home. 


PITTSFIELD, Masa, July %-—Police 
Chief Nicholson was the most important 
witness of the prosecution. Many expect- 
ed that he would attempt, by direct testi- 
mony, to connect Robert Stewart Fosburg 
with the crime charged against him, but he 
did not.

HULUS HIS OWN

Prediction of Extinction Not 
Supported. 


MORE THAN 9,000,000 IN U. S. 


FEWER FOUND IN THE BORDER- 
STATE REGION. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—The tabulation 
of population, by sex, nativity and color, 
under the census of 1900, has now proceeded 
far enough to show that the negro is nu- 
merically holding his own. Those who pre- 
dicted that because of his essential infer- 
iority, he would, as a race, die out in un- 
protected contact with the vices of the 
white civilization, find ne support in the 
returns of 1900, 


The processes they look to for a natural 
solution of the negro problem will, to say 
the least, be long postponed in their op- 
eration. Fhe negro is running along sv 
closely with the waite, wehenever the fig- 
ures nave been tabulated, to indicate that 
the colored brother, for better or for worse, 
has gained a firm foothold on this con- 
tinent, and one from which he is not likely 
to be soon disiodged. This is something 
that previous censuses have left in dispute. 

From the figures at hand it seems prob- 
able that the negro population of the Unit- 
ed States in 190 was between 9,000,000 and 
9,060,000. The ratio that the negro bears to 
the total in the states already counted, if 
applied to the whole country, would give 
9,025,000, excluding Indian Territory, where 
perhaps there are 15,000 more. If that esti- 
mate be admitted as valid, it will make the 
negro constitute 11.8 per cent of the total 
population of the country, as against 11.9 
per cent a decade ago, the loss being due 
to the greater growth ofr the northern 
states, and -not to any less proporiion in 
the southern states, where they abound. 

The only weakness of such an estimate 
comes from the fact that no wholly typical 
border state has yet been analyzed, and 
it is in the border states that the peculiar 
development of the colored population is 
most in evidence. Ten years ago the ne- 
gro appeared to be leaving the border staies 
to go in both directions—toward the cot- 
ton fields of the far South, and to the 
large cities of the North. 

Kentucky, for example, actually lost in 
negro population between 188) and 189v. 
There were only four other states of which 
this was true—Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and Wisconsin-—and in each of these 
the colored population was so small as to 
make any deductions from the figures con- 
cerning it of little meaning. 

But in all the border state region the 
negro seemed to be losing his hoid. The 
climate does not suit the thorough-going 
African as well as that further south. Then 
the social ostracism which exists where 
the negroes number less than a fourth of 
the population; as in the border states, is 
rather more galling than where they exist 
in such overwhelming numbers as to be 
sufficient unto themseives. 

The antagonism of iabor unions is more 
felt in the border states, since trade union- 
ism has as yet no foothold in the far South. 
At all events, the final conclusions as to 
the numerical status of the negro will have 
to await the analysis of the border returns, 
but it is safe to say that in the main he 
is fully holding his own. 

How completely the negro is counted is 
always an interesting statistical question. | 
Ten years ago congress ordered a record) 
made of the degree of negro blood, whether 
mulatto, quadroon, octoroon, etc. The in- 
formation furnished upon this point was es- 
sentially worthiess. There is a constant 
“sloughing off’’from the black race going 
on among its lightest colored members, usu- 
ally accomplished by means of a change of 
residence. 

One need not travel long in the south 
without learning of cases of this sort, and 
seeing many families whose appearance is 
so on the border line that it is impossible 
to tell to which race they belong. It is 
among such people that the task of census 
enumeration is very difficult. It ig this that 
interfered with a full negro count ten 
years ago. 

Booker Washington has said that the ne- 
gro was staying on the farms, and has al- 
ways advised them to continue to do so, As 
a matter of fact, from the census, it ap- 
pears that the negro is going to cities just 
as fast as the white race. 

The same bulletin contains some inter- 
esting facts relating to the sex. In each of 
the seven states and territories covered by 
it, there are inore males than females, In 
these divisions, aside from (Alaska, there 
has been a tendency to approach equality 
in the numbers of the sexes. When the 
male and female population ofthese seven 
divisions is computed, both for 1890 and 
1900, it appears that in 1890, 52.2 per cent, 
but in 1900, only 63.4 per cent of the popu- 
lation were males. 

On the other hand, tn 1890, 46.8 per cent, 
and in 1900, 47.6 per cent were females. That 
is, the average per cent of male popula- 
tion in ten years has decreased four-fifths 
of 1 per cent, and the average per cent of

CHAS. J. SEARCEY’S IDENTITY ES- 
TABLISHED BY A LETTER.

MOTHER'S PLEA FOR PARDON 


The Most Noted Prisoner in the Vir- 
ginia Penitentiary Comes of Dis- 
tinguished Lineage. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—The veil that 
has for more than six years hidden the 
life story of Charles J. Searcy, the most 
noted prisoner in the Virginia penitenti- 
ary, has at last been lifted and the nervy 
Aquia. creek train robber turns out to be 
of distinguished lineage. He comes of a 


family that from Virginia to Texas have 
emblazoned their names on the honor roll 


of patriotic duty to their country. The 
revelation comes through a letter received 
by Governor Tyler from Colonel James 
Buckner Barry of Walnut Springs, Texas, 
the stepfather, and Mrs. Barry, the aged 
mother of the convict. His mother says 
she would be glad to welcome back to her 
home the prodigal son, although he be 
Stained with crime. The letter is written 
by Colonel Barry but is signed by both 


him and Mrs. Barry, and makes an ear- 
nest plea for the pardon of Searcy, for 
whom frequent a have been made 
in vain to both Governor Tyler and his 
predecessor, Governor O'Farrell. 

The letter concludes: ‘I have no mitigat- 
ing circumstances to offer for the crime of 
our son, but human nature and parental 
love constrain me to ask that he be granted 
a pardon.”’ 

Col. 
Searcy.as a son, is known as one of the | 
fathers of Texas; he ig a grandson of Gen. 
Barry of revolutionary fame, and belongs | 
to the family of that name in Virginia. 
During the war for Texas independence 
Col. Barry served with Gen. Sam Hous- 
ton and was afterwards a colonel in the 
United S‘ates Army in the war with Mex- 
ico. He was dangerously wounded at the 
storming of Monterey, but this did not de- 
ter him from entering the Confederate 
army at the declaration of hostilities in 
1861. In his letter to the governor Col. Bar- 
ry gives as references ex-Gov. F. B. Lub- 
bock of Texas and ex-Senator John Rea- 
gan, who was postmaster-general in the 
Confederate states cabinet. He is now over

victed occurred in 1895, near Aquila creek. 
in Stafford County. With only one compan- 
ion he held up an Atlartic Coast Line train 
and robbed the Southern express car of a 
large amount of money. No estimate has 
ever been made of the amount secured. 
although it reached far into the thousands. 
The holdup was one of the most daring 
ever committed. At Aquia creek Searcy 
and his companion, Morganfield, boarded 
the train, one on the express car and the 
other on the engine. Shortly after the 
train pulled out the engine and express 
car were cut loose, the engineer was cov- 
ered and the express rressenger overpow- 
ered. The coaches that had been cut loose 
dashed down grade and would have run 
into another train had not a cool-headed 
station agent turned a switch. After bind- 
ing the express messenger, Searcy and 
Morganfield went through the safe. An 
effort was made to capture them, but they 
met the attempt with a fusillade of shots 
and made their escape. For days the coun- 
try was in a furor of excitement. The best 
private and official detectives were placed 
on the case. It seemed that they would 
never succeed. Finally Searcy was picked 
up in Front Royal, Va., where he was 
seen to be spending gold very freely. He 
afterwards turned state's evidence and im- 
piicated Morganfield, who was arrested in 
Ohio. Both organfield and Searcy were 
convicted, but the attorneys of the latter 
claim that Searcy was promised clemency 
if he would | turn state's evidence.

PITTSBU RG, July 2%.—Theodore J. 
Shaffer, the leader of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers in 
the struggle with the United States Steel 
Corporation, is anything but a leader of 
men in appearance. Indeed, this man, on 
whose judgment rests the welfare of half a 
million toflers, has a mental and physical 
makeup abounding in coutradictions. 

In looks and speech he Is a typical High- 
land Scotchman. yet he is of Pennsylvania 
Dutch extraction, and a native of Pitts- 
burg. He ts just past 4 years of age, but 
his spare figure and peculiar carriage would 
indicate that he is either at the three-score 
mark or rapidly approaching it. In con- 
ferring with his advisers he always has the 
least to say and {s always the best listen- 
er, and no stranger entering the office of 
the association would pick him out as the 
head of the organization he rules.

Mr. Shaffer is in no sense of the word 
a brilliant man. He takes a long time fn 
reaching a conclusion, and it has been as- 
serted that he has allowed advantages to 
slip by hesitating too long; but once his 
mind is made up, his principal talent—that 
of persistency—comes into play.

Not Given to 
Talking Shop. 

A personal acquaintance with Mr. Shaf- 
fer furnishes as great a surprise as an 
official one. With most of the men with 
whom he is associated their calling is prac- 
tically their only thought in life, and at 


all times and all places their conversation 
is on their work. Mr. Shaffer never talks 
‘“‘shop’’ except during the business hours. 
Many a belated reporter who has gone to 
his home at night has learned this to his 
sorrow. 

“When I leave the office,”” he says, “I 
put off the affairs and cares of my busi- 
ness, except at such times as the present, 
when I am compelled to keep my mind on 
my work all my waking hours, and things 
which demand my personal attention are 
constantly turning up. However, when I 
do get home, I take my mind off my work 
as much as possible, although it is by no 
means easy to do so,-I admit. 

“When my energies are not being taxed 
every hour in the twenty-four, though, I 
drop business with the close of business 
hours. My home, from which I am forced 
to be absent at frequent intervals, is the 
dearest spot on earth to me, and the one 
ylace that 1 can get complete rest and re- 
axation.’”’ 

A studious temperament, coupled with a 
fair elementary education obtained in the 
common schools, is responsible for Mr. 
Shaffer befng an omnivorous reader. Hts 
home is a humble one—his salary is $1900 
a year—but the little library it contains 
is more extensive and more’ valuable than 
many of those in :‘more pretentious dwell- 
ings. <A late issue of the Encyclopedia 
Dritannica and an Unabridged Webster's 
Dictionary, Mr. Shaffer cheerfully admits, 
formed the nucleus. 

Biographies of eminent men, some his- 
torical treatises, a fair sprinkling of stand- 
ard authors, including the complete works 
of Charles Dickens and Sir Walter Scott; 
a few miscellaneous works and a stil 
smaller number of modern bits of fiction 
comprise the body of the little collection, 
while for garnishment there is a work on 
the theory of music and another on the 
study of harmony, which, however. Mr. 
Shaffer says, belong to his daughter. There 
are also severa!) volumes of poetry, a few 
philosophical works, Emerson's essays, An- 
drew Carnegie’s “Triumphant Democracy” 
and James G. Blaine’s “Twenty Years in 
Congress.”’ 

Mr. Shaffer asserts that he has no choice 
in reading. his selection usually being gov- 
erned by his mood. He declares that none 
has proved more interesting than the dic- 
tionary. He reads all the newspapers that 
come to his desk, and almost invariably 
carries a newspaper in his hand wherever 
he goes.

LIZE A FOREST PRODUCT. 


How the Vast Pine Forests of Oregon 
Are Used by the Makers of This 
Help to Invalids. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 24.—Essential oil 
of pine needles is at once the product of a 
brandnew industry and the latest cure for 
insomnia. Scientists have decided that the 
reason that lumbermen in the pine woods 
sieep so well is because the dreamy balsam 


of the firs is in the forest air. Experiments 
have shown, so ft is said, that an invaiid 
who cannot sleep on the most downy of 
feather pillows will slumber like the prov- 
erbial top when the pillow case is stuffed 
with bristly, tickly pine needies. The in- 
somnia curing principie dwelis in the odor 
of the pine needles. 

This ving been discovered by science, 
commerce proceeded to take advantage of 
the find, as commerce always does. A Ger- 
man living in the West, who had learned 
something of the oil-making method in his 
own country, was the pioneer tn this. He 
invaded the immense p-ne forests of Ore- 
gon, where the finest pine needles in the 
world are to be found in profusion, and 
there established the first American factory 
for the manufacture of the essential oll of 
pine needles. 

A very inferior kind of pine needle oil 
has been manufactured in Germany for 
eome years. The headquarters of this Iim- 
ited industry is In the forests of Thuringia, 
where the manufacture of the oil languish- 
es under the most disheartening conditions 
The German government, careful of its 
pine trees, declines to allow the growing 
needles to be stripped from the trees, even 
though they do yield a product that !s in- 
valuable to fnvalids. The forest laws are 
made for the preservation of trees, not in- 
valids, and for this reason the makers. of 
pine needle oil are absolutely forbidden to 
use the green leaves from the trees The 
maker of oil is allowed to use none but 
the dried leaves, or needles, that have fall- 
en to the. ground. 

The essential oil is found in the sap and 
as these needles only fall because they 
lacked enough sap to keep them alive, it 
can be seen that the lot of the maker of 
oil of pine needles in Germany is not a 
happy one. The German government has 
been vetitioned many times to allow the 
_—_ needles to be used, and experts 
ave been brought forward to testify that 
the careful stripping of leaves from the 
pines was actually good for the trees, but 
the forestry department has always re- 
fused to be convinced. 
There has always been a good demand 
was seen that the heaves of Oregon 
were twenty and even thirty inches long. 
while those of the German trees were only 
two inches, the German makers sought 
entrance for their trade into this country. 
At first our own forestry department 
was inclined to discourage the manufac- 
ture, Out after very careful inquiry and 
experiment the experts of the forestry 
commission decided that the work of de- 
nuding the yellow pine of some of its leaves 
should be encouraged. It was declared that 
the process was actually beneficial to the 
growiag tree, the function of which, after 
all, was the production of lumber rather 
than foliage. It was found be experiment 
that a treee which had been systematically 
strinned of its needles grew faster and tall- 
er and made better timber than its. un- 
touched neighbors. The reason for this. as 
exp ained by the forestry experts, is that 
t tree which is stripped of its leaves uses 
all its sap for the making of wood, instead 
of the support of its leaves. 

Because of this the new industry has 
taken firm root in Oregon, and now two 
regular crops are being gathered yearly. 
The first crop is taken in April and the 
second in October. The first crop is usually 
the lighter—the — crop last year. for 
instance, yielding 650 pounds as against TD 
for October. The leaves of the young trees 
are preferred. as they seem to yield a 
better class of ojl. The leaves are stripped 
from the trees by women and men, who are 
paid for the work the same way as hop 
pickers are paid in the East. The average 
price id by the manufacturer is 25 cents 
a hundred pounds. The worker who makes 
$1.50 from a day's work has been working 
pretty fast and steadily. 

As soon as they are gathered the leaves 
have to be sent to the distillery as ex- 
posure to the sun, or the least drying, 
seems to lessen the yield of oil. The pine 
needle oil is contained in the leaves in 
the form of a sap or juice something like 
turpentine. The essential ofl has to 
extracted in the same way that the essen- 
tial oil is evtracted from the rose leaves— 
by a mild amount of crushing. then by 
boiling and then by the distillation of the 
oil, which rises to the top. 

Distillation of this kind is technicaiiy 
called destructive distillation, and consider- 
ing that it takes 2000 pounds of the pine 
needles to produce ten pounds of the es- 
sential oll, the namé seems to be justified. 
There is a by-product to the process which 
is gradually becoming important—that of 
the utilization of the fiber left behind 
after the pine needles have been bofliled. 
Curtously enough those pine needles whici 
yield the least oll are the most valuable 
as residue. The fiber which results from 
the worst oil leaves sells for about 10 cents 
a pound in the’ market. It is elastic, but 
rather short in fiber; not too short, how- 
ever, to be spun. When mixed with other 
substances it makes most excellent ma- 
t for mattresses and pillows, and as 
it still retains the odor of the pine woods 
it is said that sleep never has to be labori- 
ously woed by those who possess such a 
mattress or pillow.

USED PLAIN SPEECH 


PREACHER BLUNTLY TOLD OF 
DECEASED’S FAULTS. 


Rev. Clarence E. Miller Knew Martin 
From Boyhood and Believed His 
Criticism Was Justified. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 2#4.—Hev. Clarence 
E. Miller, pastor of the First Presbyterian 


Church, conducted the burial services of the 
late ex-Congressmian A. N. Martin at his 
old home. 

There was a great audience, with a lib- 
erai representation of the bar of Hunting- 
ton, Adams and Blackford Counties, and 
the Grand Army, and before him sat the 
widow and daughter. Mr. Miller referred 
but briefly to the virtues of the dead man, 
but gave a scathing review cr his alleged 
vices, among other things saying that he 
was born and reared in a Christian home, 
but left that home and teachings when 12 
years old and entered the army in the 
civil war. 

“It would have been far better,”’ sald the 
preacher, “if Mr. Martin had been shot 
on the field of battle than to have lived 
the life he did. 

“Hee was in public office the better part 
of his life, and made in one office $106,000. 
but he was sent home for burial in a cheap 
pine casket furnished by the government.” 

He referred to ex-Congressman Martin 
as addicted to strong drinks, and added: 

“I have seen him sit here in this church 
and frown his displeasure as I have spoken 
on the temperance question. His life has 
been a tragedy, and the use of liquor made 
it so.”” 

While the preacher thus reviewed the ca- 
reer of the dead mdn the daughter sobbed 
bitterly, and the widow expressed a desire 
to leave the church. 

The Grand Army In charge of the burtal, 
was terribly disturbed. but there was ng 
overt act of disapproval. 

Today it was thought that perhaps Dr. 
rg regretted his plain speech, but he 
said: 

“I did what I thought was right. i} 
knew Mr. Martin much better than people 
of Bluffton thought I did. I was reared in 
a county in Pennsylvania adjoining his old 
home, and I have been his personal friend 
nearly all his life. I said no more than 
what I believe he would have said had he 
been in my place; In fact, he ex 
same ideas to a friend in M 
before his death.” 

During his official career Mr. Martin filled 
a state office. and he served three terms in 
Congress from the Eleventh district, de- 
feating Maj. Steele and oveing defeated b>) 
him. Consumption seized him, and as h: 
had die«sipated away his fortune Congres« 
man Steele secured: his admission to the 
Soldiers’ Home at Marion, where he died.

SUSPECTED OF BEING VENEZUEL- 
AN REBEL. 


Angel Fernandez Would Walk Down a 
New Detective Every Day and En- 
joyed Being Shadowed.

NEW YORK, July 24.—There is one man 
in New York who has found it a difficult 
matter to bring a trunkful of gold into the 
country. He is Angel Fernandez, of Vene- 
zuela, who came to ‘America on the 
Philadelphia ship La Guayra on May 2. 

When the Custom-House officials opened 
his trunk to inspect it they were surprised 
to find there three bags of Spanish, 
French and American gold coin. They ex- 
amined his clothing and found he had 
$10,000 in a belt. Sewed into his pocket 
was $5000, making in all $40,000. 

The suspicions of the Inspectors were 


aroused, but a‘*friend met him on the pier 
and vouched for him. This friend was a 
deputy of Gen. Jose Manuel Hernandez, the 
revolutionary Venezuelan now in iail in 
that country. He was allowed to proceed 
to New York. 

At the same time the Venezuela consul! 
in New York, Gen. E. Gonzalez Esteves, 
received word to watch for a man who had 
gone to New York to buy arms for a new 
revolution. Fernandez was the only one 
who could be found. He was shadowed 
constantiy. He went to live with Abraham 
Urgetto, at No. 137 West Sixty-seventh 
street, who also happened to be a friend 
of Gen. Hernandez. This still more strengih- 
ened the belief that he was the man who 
intended to buy arms. 

Fernandez heard that he was being shad- 
owed. The idca tickled him, and he set 
out two weeks ago to tire the detectives.

Mrs. Maestre must bow to this decreo, 
though her husband was a friend of Presi- 
dent Diaz and an unopened letter from the 
autocrat of Mexico, bearing hs bold ini- 
tials in Heu of stamps. lies on the table 
at the family home, 4009 O:ive street. 

Mrs. Maestro was planning to go to Mex- 
ico next week with her two children to 
visit her husband. She had encouraging 
letters from him and believed that he was 
improving at the time of his death. 

Antonio Maestre landed In Mextco 22 
years ago with a borrowed shirt upon his 
blistered back and the history of the nar- 
rowest escape from death a man may have 
and live. " 

For nine day he and a companion, sole 
survivors of a shipload of sallors an as- 
sengers, had floated in a small boat in 
the burning Carribean sea. 

They were without food, their water jug 
had trickled its last drop two days before. 
The pitiless sun was cooking the parts of 
their bodies that were unprotecte by the 
few clothes they had snatched from the 
storm-tossed vessel that had brought them 
from Toulon. Adrift in an open boat, 
without sails and lacking oars and with 
only the memory of the maddening death 
Struggles of. their drowning comrades to 
induce them to cling to life, they perse- 
vered and were rescued.

Maestre was the confidant of the president 
of Mexico and his name was known all 
wver the republic. ' 
Tne love of adventure and the ability to 
trade shrewdly, brought fame to Maestre. 
The pilability of the man’s nature that en- 
abled him to be gracious to a peon and 
a mentor to the great men of Mexico, in- 
sured h:s success. 

Maestre touched the American continent 
at a Mexican port, but he made St. Louis 
his home. He came from Vera Cruz to 
St. Louis. He joined the old Spanish club 
and participated in the stormy scenes that 
preceded the dissolution of the club. 

Born at Andora, Spain, and educated for 

the priesthood in a Jesuit college, Maestre 
was able to accept the Spanish professor- 
ship at Waeshington University. 
Teaching did not blind him to the pos- 
sibilities that awaited St. Louisans who 
cose speak Spanish, in the Mexican re- 
public. 

Soon he resigned his professorship and 
began to buy horses and take them to 
Mexico for sale. The business prospered, 
Maestre began trading in other products 
and gained the confidence of the best Mex- 
ican merchants. 

He bought fine horses for all the nobility 
of the republic. President Di 
his friend. Since then the 
trader had spent half of eath year in 


Mexico.
